Now might be a good time to 
check-up on your fishing tackle, 
and see that it is stored properly. 
A good fly line needs care; it 
should not be left on the reel 
all winter wound tightly,. with 
poor ventilation, it is apt to 
become sticky and kinky. Re- 
‘move it from the reel by wind- 
ing it in large coils and be care- 
ful] not to twist the line in so 
doing. Store in a fairly cool 
spot. 


Fly rods should not be kept in 
tight metal containers, but left 
out where the air can circulate. 
Be sure and lay them flat, so 
that they will not take a set. 
Now would be'a good time to re- 
wrap the guides, replacing any 
‘worn ones and to revarnish your 
rods. Do not overdo either the 
wrapping or the varnishing; an 
excess of either is almost as bad 
as none. 

Flies that are dirty, and out 
of shape, can be steamed by 

, holding them over the spout of 

a tea-kettle; its surprising how 
this will revive an almost useless 
fly. Be sure and add some moth 
preventive crystals in the stor- 
age container with the flies. Now ' 
is an idea] time to take up fly- 
tying as a hobby, and make what 
flies you and your friends may 
need for the next trout season. 
This is not hard to learn, pro- 
vided you have patience, and 
‘will follow set procedure. There 
are several fine books on this 
subject. One of the best, to my 
way of thinking is by Paul H. 
Young, fly-tyer of Detroit, Mich- 
igan, called: ‘‘Making and Us- 
ing the Fly and Leader.”

nation, Pelissier says. 

California dairymen produced 
2,728,000,000 quarts of milk in 
1946. This production came from 
825,000 cows. Although Calif- 
ornia was the eleventh state in 
point of cow numbers, our state 
was fifth in farm milk produc- 
tion, We were first for the na- 
tion in average production per 
cow, 3,307 quarts.

By-Products 
Of Sugar Beets 
Make Stock Feed 


TRIBUNE 


The sugar-beet industry offers 
two important by-products to 
the livestock industry: sugar- 
beet tops and siloed beet pulp. 
Both ‘of these by-products are 
recognized as important feed re- 
sourses. Their utilization is of 
mutual interest to livestock rais- 
ers and sugar-beet growers. 

Sugar-beet tops harvested and 
siloed or stacked may be suc- 
cessfully used for fattening cat- 
tle or lambs, wintering pregnant 
ewes, or feeding dairy cattle. 
When fed in mixed rations, they 
yeild 150 to 250 pounds of beef 
or lamb per acre, two or three 
times as much as when tops are 
pastured. 

Siloed beet pulp contains 76.4 
per cent total digestible. nutri- 
ents on a dry bassis. The addi- 
tion’ of molasses to the siloed 
pulp has been found to improve 
feeding efficiency. 

These large food resources, if 
properly used, not only might 
promote an increased production 
of animal products, but also 
was the only other state averag- 


ing over 8,000 quarts per cow. 

Four counties in California 
were counted in the first 25 
milk producing counties of the 
United States. Los Angeles was 
first, Stanislaus came sixth, Mer- 
ced followed Stanislaus in seven- 
th place and Tulare was in twen- 
ty-fourth place. Together these 
four counties produced more 
milk’ in 1946 than any of 31 
states.

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Asbestos Mill 
Being Constructed 
At White River 


Possibility of a new mining 
boom in the White River coun- 
try this time resulting from as- 
bestos rather than the gold that 
made White River famous a- 
round the turn of the century 
is seen in operations of the 
Pacific Coast Asbestos company 
consisting of H. H. Records, R. 
B. Records and Skip Wascher. 

Plans call for the installation 
of a mill, and other equipment, 
capable of processing 60 tons 
of asbestos ore per day. The 
ore deposit has been traced at 
an average width of 60 feet for 
a distance of five miles and ex- 
ploration holes indicate a pos- 
sible vein depth of several hun- 
dred feet a fact that tends to 
be born out by asbestos showings 
in ore taken from below 700 
feet and now .on the dump of 
the old Eclipse gold mine. 

The asbestos mill is being lo- 
cated on the H, G. Vincent pro- 
perty, southeast of the town 
of White River. The asbestos 
deposit crosses the property of 
several other land owners in 
the White River district. 

The Records’ and Wascher 
state that two types of asbestos 
are found in the White River 
country-a mass-fibre type and a 
slip-fibre type. They state that 
there is a market demand for 
asbestos and that they plan to 
ship by rail out of Ducor, and 
by truck. They say that in six 
months they expect to be oper- 
ating on a 24-hour per day 

“basis with possibly 20 men em- 
ployed.

“Foot and mouth disease is 
caused by a virus so highly po- 
tent that it is infectious in di- 
lutions of one to ten million. The 
means and methods by which 
this virus may contaminate mul- 
tiple hosts are so varied that no 
complete plan for protection has 
been devised to offer definite as- 
surance against accidental oc- 
currences. 


Though slaughter and burial 
contro] methods of eradication 
are drastic, it is the most ef- 
fective method of stamping out 
the disease in small sporadic out- 
breaks. Time is the all import-- 
ant essence in the slaughter 
plan of eradication. Immediate 
detection of the presence of foot- 
and-mouth disease is the most 
effective factor in defense.

Control Of Rats 
Is Urged By 
Farm Advisor 


Is your farm a rat hotel? If 
it is. you are losing large 
amounts of valuable livestock 
feeds annually. Rats destroy or 
damage 200,000,000 bushels of 
grain annually in the United 
States. This grain is sorely need- 
ed now. . 

Farm Advisor Wm. E, Gilfill- 
an says your farm may. be a rat 
hotel if you have places for the 
rats to hide, If you see one rat, 
many more are in hiding. 


Piles of rubbish, stacks of 
lumber or other material and 
wooden floors close to the ground 
are favorite hiding places for 
rats. Often these hiding places 
are near the granary or other 
feed supplies. Many of these rat 
shelters can be removed. 


The farm advisor suggests 
piling lumber and other mater- 
ial on racks at least a foot above 
the ground. Replace wooden feed- 
ing floors with concrete wher- 
ever possible, or raise them a 
foot or More above ground. Bur- 
rowing under feeding floors or 
granaries can be prevented by 
surrounding them with an un- 
derground barrier of concrete, 
sheet metal, or hardware cloth. 

Of course, you don’t want to 
operate a rat hotel. Feeding the 
guests costs money.
